Park was the only district within the 
Covina union high school district that

The defeat of the issue is attri- 
buted to the fact that the citizens of 
the valley are generally 
disposed to 


look with disfavor upon the voting of 
bonds of any kind at this time, owing 
to the readjustment of financial condi- 
tions outgrowing from the war. While 
the valley is as prosperous, or more so, 
than other agricultural sections of the 
state, the returns have not been as sat- 
isfactory on farm and orchard products 
as in past years. 


Coupled with this psychological con- 


dition was that of a determined fight 
put up by an active minority that was 
dissatisfied with the personnel of the 
school board. The bond issue voted up- 
on was for $175,000, as against $350,000 
proposed at a recent election which met 
defeat.

ft. W. Duddorar. a Civil War veteran 


of Long Beach, whose relatives fought 
in the war of 181:2 and whoso grand- 
father was in the Revolutionary war, 
recovered a judgment for false arrest 
in Judge York's court yesterday. He 
'sued for $10,000 damages. 


Mr. Dudderar was formerly a well- 


known and highly respected citizen of 
Covina. 


The arrest of iir. Dudderar, 75 years 


of age, was an incident of war days ' 
when men went from house to house 
seeing who did not buy Liberty bonds. 


It seems that Mr. Dudderar had pur- 


chased Liberty bonds, but it. was com- 
plained that his language when ques- 
tioned was caustic, and because of his 
purported crustiness, he was taken to 
the Long Beach jail and asserted ho 
was kept in the company of drunkards 
and criminals. 


Ho brought suit against George H. 


Lashell, W. F. Deeble and police offi- 
cials of Long Beach. The case was dis- 
missed against the police officials and 
went to trial against the other two de- 
fendants. They were members of the 
American Protective League and were 
detailed to interview Mr. Dudderar, 
,who became abusive, they said, tnd ho 
was detained for investigation. 
Mr. 


Deeble declared Mr. Dudderar accom- 
panied him to ihe police station volun- 
tarily. The judgment was against Mr. 
Deeble.

PLENTY OF LIGHT. 


Ono of the outstanding features of 
he structure is the high ceilings and 
hill-length windows in every part of 
;ho. building, flooding the rooms with 
ight. Tho interior decorations are done 
largely in. light tints. The entrance, 
which faces on Orange street, is faced 
:>y heavy pillars and a broad concrete 
set of steps and landing, with deep in- 
sets in the concrete on each side for 
tho growing of plants. On tho left as 
one enters is a cloak room which leads 
into the large club or billard room, 
fitted with a large-size Brunswicke- 
BaVko table, and with furniture in keep- 
ing. Letting off of this room is a door 
leading to a pergola-piazza whose only 
entrance is from the billiard room. On 
the right is the parlor for ladies, a 
beautifully-tinted room which is fur- 
nished entirely by the Eastern Star. 


Occupying about half of the lower 


floor is the banquet and ballroom with 
polished oak floor, one of the largest 
of its kind in Masonic buildings in 
Southern California, and the kitchen is 
attached to this room, fitted with 
twelve-burner gas range and a modern 
steam-table. 


STAIRS AND LANDING. 


Beaching the .upper floor by right- 


angle storway and landing, there is a 
largo lounging room at tho head of the 
stairs, facing the north, which is fur- 
nished with overstuffed couches and 
chairs. Leading out of the lounging 
room is the long tyler's lobby, with 
candidate's room and the main entrance, 
to the lodge-room, which is one of the 
most beautifully finished lodge-rooms 
that may be seen anywhere. 
S. E. 


Coons, a local painter and lodge-mem- 
ber, has made this room distinctively a 
place of Masonic assemblage through 
his original use of the Masonic emblem 
in stencilling over the walls. Mr. Coons 
has achieved a triumph in decorations 
throughout the building. 


Around the outer sdges of the room 


runs a continuous built-in seat with 
spring and leather cushions, the leather 
back running higher than the head 
of a seated person. This fine work was 
accomplished by Mr. Schaich of the 
Covina Auto Trimming shop. The plas- 
tering is the work of Fred Swallow, 
another lodge-member. Ventilators let 
in air from a number of points in the 
ceiling and walls, and are capped with 
a plaster of paris design, while tho 
moulding is of plaster of paris. 


IN BEAUTIFUL TASTE. 


The lodge-room is fitted with a pic- 


ture machine room, which has been 
equipped with a new machine of the- 
same type used by all standard thcat 
ers and churches. This is for use in con- 
nection with the ritual work of the 
lodge, and also for entertainments. The 
lodge-room chairs and other furnishings 
are in mahogany and mulberry velour, 
with carpeting to match. Canopies of 
this material are erected over each offi- 
cer 's station, with art-glass effects eon 
nected with tho lighting. NThe worship 
ful master's station is upon a raisec 
platform at the east, with pillars on 
each side. There are two ante-rooms 
leading off this platform. On this floor 
is also the largo locker-room for Covina 
Commandery, No. 49, Knights Templar 


All through the building the diffusec 


indirect lighting system lias been em 
ployed, installed by Winder & Jones 
which firm also installed the ventilating 
system. Twenty-seven shades of ligh 
are possible in tho lodge-room. The kit 
chcn equipment, including the big ga 
range, was furnished by McClellan ii 
Larkin. The plumbing, which is one o 
the proud features of the building, wa 
installed and donated to the assoeiatioi 
by a fellow lodge-member who prefer 
to remain incognito.

The opening exercises will be under 


tho direction of Worshipful Master Ed 
Blanchard of Covina lodge, No. 334, F. 
& A. M., participated in by the com- 
mandery and La Paloma chapter, O. E.

What Is a Community Spirit? 


The following editorial from the La 


Verne Leader is worthy tiie considera- 
tion of our local readers: 


Community spirit is such a broad 


term that it is exceedingly hard to de- 
fine. 
It means, of course, pride in the 


community iu which we live and have 
vital interest in everything which per- 
tains to its welfare. 
It means to be 


jealous of the good name of your home 
town or city, and do all that any in- 
dividual can do to keep its good name 
untarnished. 


But it means even more than this, 


'here is a certain fellowship—or broth- 
erhood, if you please—established be- 
cause we are dwellers together in one 
community, which should bind us to- 
gether in the bonds of mutual helpful- 
ness. 
We should in all our purchases 


give the preference to the home dealer, 
and give patronage and support first 
of all to the army of workers who live 
as our neighbors and friends in our 
own community. 


If you have dry goods or wearing 


apparel to buy, before going elsewhere 
look over the stock carried here in our 
liome stores. 
And so with groceries, 


furniture, hardware, electric fixtures, 
•sweetmeats, drugs, stationery, etc. You 
will not show a true public spirit un- 
less you give first consideration to our 
own dealers and business men, and if 
they can supply your reasonable needs, 
give them your business. 


The Leader has previously called at- 


tention to the fact that by a loyal 
support to our community merchants 
and business men, and by the prosper- 
ity of the people engaged in business 
here, that it means larger and better 
stocks of goods, that by selling more 
goods, our merchants can afford to sell 
at closer margins; and by a prosperous 
and 
flourishing business 
section 
it 


means that real estate values are higher 
thruout the town and in every way 
the prosperity of the business part of 


the community is to the advantage of 
all the people. 
Again the opposite is 


true. Where there is a poor, struggling 
business center, the merchants cannot 
continue, stores become vacant, there 
is stagnation and depression in the 
town, and the more prosperous people 
move out and leave the community in 
a hopeless '' slough of despond.'' 


People are tempted at times to do 


their buying elsewhere—lured by some 
advertised bait of low prices. 
These 


things are "leaders" purposely adver- 
tised to catch new customers, with the 
expect" tion that they will attract those 
who will buy many other articles at as 
high or higher prices than the home 
merchant charges, and hence it is usual- 
ly true that the average of prices pau'i 
will be fully as high, or oven higher 
than charged by the home dealer. We 
know of a case two months ago where 
this was carefully tested and it was 
found by a resident here that the regu- 
lar price of goods sold by a local mer- 
chant was lower than the "sale price" 
of a dealer in a neighboring town. 


ISTo one will object to the practice of 


going elsewhere to buy goods after a 
personal inspection here has shown that 
what is wanted cannot be obtained 
here. But we do say that the practice 
of some of our ladies in going on ex- 
tensive shopping trips, and buying ex- 
tensively and largely of goods, many of 
which can be bought just as cheap,' far 
more conveniently, and with far less 
expenditure of time and effort in the 
home town, does not show 
a 
proper 


community spirit. 


The Leader urges, therefore, in the 


interest of a prosperous and progressive 
community the duty of every good citi- 
zen to boost for the home town. Stand 
by its^ business interests, support every 
worthy enterprise and seek in every 
way to put your home town on the 
map. If we in La Verne don't stand 
by each other, it is certain no one else

Two of Southern California's biggest 


basic crops, citrus fruits and olives, 
stand to be amply protected by the 
Fordney tariff bill from the rumour 
pressure of foreign competition. 


The approximately 50,000 families de- 


pendent for their livelihood upon the 
sale of the oranges, lemons and olives 
raised on Southern California's 204,565 
acres of bearing orchard lands felt the 
thrill of a temporary triumph—sensed 
the approach of security through vic- 
tory. 


"The Fordney tariff bill carries ex- 


actly what we asked for," 
said G. 


Harold Powell, general manager of the 
California Fruit Growers' 
Exchange, 


"in so far as lemons and oranges are 
concerned. 
For this we are 
deeply 


grateful. 
In the case of by-products, 


however, we are disappointed that we 
are not granted the protection for which 
we asked^a tariff, which we consider- 
ed absolutely necessary to the continu- 
ed development of our by-products in- 
dustry. 


"However, we have not the slighest 


doubt but that California's able dele- 
gation in congress secured for us the 
highest tariff rate possible, and we ap- 
preciate their efforts." 


Other citrus men expressed a hope 


amounting almost to a belief, that tho 
California delegation in congress led 
by Senator Hiram W. Johnson may be 
able to obtain for the citrus by-pro- 
ducts the full measure of protection 
asked for, and which was described- by 
Mr. Powell when addressing the con- 
gressional committee as "the 
irredu- 


cible minimum.'' 


On oranges the citrus industry asked 


a tariff of 1 cent per pound, and on 
lemons a tariff of 2 cents. 
Both re- 


quests have been made in full by the 
Fordney bin, introduced in the house 
of representatives Wednesday. 


On citric acid the growers asked a 


tariff against imports of 20 ponts ,pcr 
gallon, bnt the bill stipulates only 10 
cents; on citrate of lime a 12-ccnt tariff 
was requested, and Sty cents provided 
in the proposed measure. 


What this means to Southern Cali- 


fornia is indicated by the fact that 
approximately 146,000 persons are di- 
rectly dependent upon the citrus in- 
dustry for a livelihood.
